Claude Conover received his art education in painting and sculpture but for many years 
worked as a commercial designer before turning to ceramics. His “pottery forms” are 
created like sculpture . . . each one is individually hand formed in clay by the artist and 
not produced on a potter's wheel. These forms are mostly variations of traditional 
shapes, unglazed with textured surfaces, earthtone in color and reflect his sculptural 
background.

CLAUDE CONOVER, POTTER 


SINCE 1959 the work of potter Claude Conover of Cleve¬ 
land, Ohio, has been attracting attention increasingly 
in shows and shops around the country, particularly in 
the Midwest. His work is primarily of large architec¬ 
tural pots, high-fired, and glazed only on the inside. 

Claude Conover was born in Pittsburgh, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, in 1907 and grew up in New Castle, Pennsylvania. 
After high school he went to the Cleveland Institute of 
Art, graduating in 1929 with majors in painting and 
sculpture. He took no craft courses. 

For the next 30 years, Conover was a commercial 
artist, pursuing his sculpture as an avocation, modeling 
portraits and carving stone, exhibiting these occa¬ 
sionally. It was in 1959 that he hand-built his first 
jug in clay, entering it in the Cleveland May Show. 
This first piece of his pottery not only won an award 


but also was purchased by the Cleveland Museum of 
Art for its permanent collection. And Claude Conover 
was on his way as a potter. 

In the short time since 1959 Claude Conover has 
had 11 pieces purchased for permanent collections, has 
had his work in traveling shows such as the Ceramic 
National, Fiber-Clay-Metal, and Craftsmen of the Central 
States, has been awarded the coveted Horace E. Potter 
Memorial Medal for excellence in craftsmanship by the 
Cleveland Museum of Art, and has won awards in many 
craft exhibitions. One of his most recent awards was in 
the 1963 May Show of the Cleveland Museum of Art. His 
work is in the permanent collections of the Columbus 
Gallery of Fine Arts, the Cleveland Museum of Art, the 
Butler Institute of American Art, The Cleveland Arts

Association, and the Saint Paul Art Center. 

As can be seen by the photographs, Claude 
Conover’s pottery is primarily large pots. They are hand- 
built, not thrown on the wheel. Decorations and colors 
are achieved by using simple tools and clay of various 
colors; only the inside is glazed. The pots are fired to 
about 23 00 degrees.
